Paymaster eneral McGowan Tells of 


Need of Appropriation to Secure 


Military Information.

Washington, Jan. 25:—Paymaster 
General McGowan of the navy told the 
douse naval committee 
today about 
the purpose of a $30,000 appropriation 
the navy wants for "collection of in- 
formation at home and abroad." 
He said the sum included the ex- 
penses of naval attaches at London, 
Berlin, Vienna, Rome, Petrograd; Paris, 
Buenos Aires, Tokio and Peking. The 
information sought "at home," he said, 
"was as to available ships, sources of 
supplies, resources of various kinds, 
information- of great military :value." 
"Are naval attaches of other gov- 
ernment? seeking the same Inside in- 
formatiou In this country that our at- 
tanches are seeking at foreign capi- 
tals?" asked Representative -Hensley. 
"They are trying to," replied Ad- 
miral McGowan, smilingly. 


"Has every government attaches at 
the other government capitals to find 
out what the other government does 
not want them to know?" asked Rep- 
resentative Hensley.

"I wish we knew more here about 
what they are doing abroad," remark- 
ed the admiral.

president believes a separate commis-' 
sion should be established. 


Mr. Kitchen said after his confer- 
ence with the president today that he 
did not know whether he would op-, 
pose the plan. He added he thought 
a majority of the ways and means 
committee were in favor of it.

While officials would not say today 
what his decision to support a tariff 
commission bill meant, he

The corn sent In was. tested in 
the usual manner by taking from eacii 
ear ulx kernels, two from near the butt 
.end, but on different Bides of the ear, 
two from the middle on different sides, 
.and two from near the top on different 
sides. These kernels were- placed in 
conditions of warmth and. moisture 
that favored germination and at the 
end of the tent the results were care- 
fully noled and recorded. The results

On this account, however, it la-not 
wise to conclude that it will be better 
to import well tested seed, than to try 
to USB seed from1 that selected from 
home grown crop. Imported seed, no 
matter how good Uie test, will not give 
as good results as- home grown. It 
takes times for corn to become accli- 
mato.l end one-cannot expect first class 
results the first year from 
impoi'tad 
seed. Rock county should have Rock 
county seed. February is a good month 
for testing seed corn, and every farm- 
er who has corn that may be used for 
seed should begin testing soon. Seed 
corn will bring a good price this spring 
and if the. farmer has 
more' than 
enough for his own needs, the demand 
for seed will give him good returns 
tor 
his labor. 
Although there 
are 


many appliances on the market for 
testing, they are no better than the 
simple, inexpensive home-made appar- 
atus within reach of everybody..

In n series of tests .conducted by the 
experiment station at Ames, Iowa, dur- 
ing two years, it waa found when ears 
testing -five strong kernels and one 
weak, were planted, the yield was de- 
creased three and four-tenths bushels 
per acre. When ears testing five 
strong and one dead were planted, the 
decrease was .6.2 bushels per acre. Tho

FOREIGNERS WILL NOT 


BE ALLOWED MINING 


CONCESSIONS IN KOREA. 
[uv AHSOCMATE;> J-RKSS.I 
Seoul, Korea, Jan. 25.—Foreigners 
and 
foreign juridical 
persons will 
henceforth not be allowed- to take out 
mining concessions in Korea. 
That 
is 
the 
broad 
significance 
of the 
revised mining ordinance for Korea 
which was promulgated a few days 
ago and which will come into force 
on April 1. 
The 
new 
regulations 
possess great interest for foreign 
business interests. 
Although a detailed- translation of 
the> ordinance is not yet available a 
summary by 
officials indicates that 
an- exception to 
the 
general rule 
mentioned above/ will be 
made in 
favor of such foreign juridical per- 
sons as are recognized, by. the law of 
Japan. It is explained also that the 
new regulations will not affect those 
foreigners or foreign companies act- 
ually in possession of mining- con- 
cessions and they are at perfect 
liberty to transfer 
their 
rights 
to 
other foreigners. The 
mining con- 
cessions secured by foreigners by ar- 
rangement with 
the former Korean 
government will also hold good after 
the enforcement of the revised regula- 
tions. Tunprsten and ten other min- 
erals have been added to the list of 
mines which will come under the 
control 
of 
the new ordinances, the 
total of such minerals -being increased 
to twenty-eight.

Depreciation 
in Money 
Due to tha 
Fact That National. Reserve I* 


Being Used for War 
Purpose*.

Censor).—Formerly 
the 
American 
dollar was worth here 4.96 crowns; 
today 
it 
sells 
at 
7..16. Even the 
money 
of Austria-Hungary's allied 
states is much above par. Normally 
100 crowns cost 80 marks, while to- 
day one may buy them at about 70. 
The Bulgarian lira, which in times 
of peace was cheaper than the Aus- 
tro-riungarian crown, stands at an 
average of 100 to 104 and the Turkish 
pound 
is worth about 27 crowns 
where formerly it was only 21. 
This depreciation of the crown, in 
some cases nearly 40 per cent, would 
be a serious1 matter for Austria- 
Hungary where 
the 
causes 
of an 


economic nature related 
to peace, 
instead of wartime conditions. 
The 
Austro-Hungaria,n crown is low for 
the reason that the paper currency 
of the country, based principally on. 
the national gold reserve, is being 
deprived 
of its 
base by the many 
purchases the country has made in 
foreign markets for which the .actual 
metal, gold, had to be exchanged. 
With her allies, Austria-Hungary still 
trades on the normal 'basis of credit, 
resting on an exchange of merchan- 
dise but in buying from neutrals and 
through 
neutrals 
from 
the enemy 
even, nothing but tlia actual transfer 
of 
gold 
suffices. 
So 
far 
Austria- j 
Hungary has been obliged to deplete I 
her national gold stock and reserve j 
to 
exactly 
what 
the 
average of 
depreciation of the crown indicates, 
roughly speaking 29 per cent. 
The case is analagous to that of 
Great Britain in her trade relations 
with the United States. After having 
realized as much credit as possible 
by a. transfer to American holders of

Fruit Salad—One can 
pineapple

(sliced), one envelope Knox gelatin. 
Drain juice off pineapple and measure; 
add to it boiling water enough to make 
one quart, then add sugar. . Take part 
of cup of cold water, add gelatin (any 
good Icind may be used) and let stand 
live minutes. Then stir Into the boil- 
ing water (or fruit juice) or sugar. Let 
stand until it commences to cool, then 
pour over fruit. Serve when cold, 
with whipped cream. Nuts and grapes 
may be added. 


Mayonnaise 
Dressing—Mayonnaise 
dressing is usually considered a diffi- 
cult achievement, but is not, if 'a few 
simple principles are kept in mind. 
In the first place aJ, the materials 
puch be cold, and the wise ones will 
keep the bowl containing the dress- 
ing in a pan of., ice water during the 
process.

Salines—salts—whether in natural

That is .to say, If cne 
eats too heartily, occasionally or 
habitUBlly, a saline cathartic in suffi- 
cient dose to produce two or three 
watery evacuations will directly low- 
er blood-pressure in the portal area

ECONOMY ISSUE IN 


ENGLAND OVER THE- 


GREAT COST OF LAW 


Lawyers and Judges Subject To Cen- 


sure For Drawing Down Such Fat 


Salaries When Country lo In 


Need, 


[Bl' ASSOCIATED FRESS.] 


London, Jan. 25.—The heavy toll of 
the lawyers is the text for many com- 
plaints in these days when economy Is 
being largely practiced by the ricli, 
and urgently preached to the poor. 
Wherever members of the legal profes- 
sion are emplayed by the government 
in 
positions involving 
professional 
practice, their financial rewards 
are 


far beyond the scale of those receiveil 
by other government officials, however 
difficult, dangerous or brilliant may be 
the service of the 
less 
fortunate 
branches of officialdom. 
The three highest legal officials of 
the government, and a considerable 
body of judges, draw larger salaries 
than the Prime Minister of Great Brit- 
ain. 
The highest officers of the navy 
and army, whose duties often involve 
physical hardships and the 
risk of 
death, are poorly paid in comparison 
•with those who represent the govern- 
ment in the courts. Today the people 
are beginning to ask why this should 
be, and members of the democracy 
in politics as well as laboring men are 
asking the qeustion insistently. It has 
become a burning topic with the Dem- 
ocratic organs 
of the press. 
Why 
should the Lord 'Chancellor, whose du- 
ties are largely ornamental, be paid 
more than five times the stipend Ad- 
miral Jellicoe receives, is a frequent 
query. 
Attack Offices. 
The office of Lord chancellor is the. 
most shining target for attack. That 
office is now costing the government 
$125,000 a year. H commands a sal- 
ary of $50,000 and a pension of $25,000. 
Lord Buckmaster is drawing the sal- 
firy, and three living predecessors, 
Lords Halsbury, Loreburn and 
Hal- 
dane, ar<? receiving pensions. 
Lord Halsburw held the ofllce for ten 
year? and has been retired for ten 
I years. Consequently he 
has 
drawn 
three quarters of a million dollars for 
t.en years' services. Lord Halsbury is 
ninety years old, and although still 
.vigorous, cannot be expected to con- 
tinue long on the pension roll. Lord 
Lorebuni held office for seven years 
and has been retired a little more 
•than three years, so that he has been 
rcaid $475,000. He is 69 years old. Lord 
Haldane was in office two years and 
Tias drawn pension something more 
than a year. He is just under sixty 
years of age. 
Lord Buckmaster nas sat on the 
woolsack in the House of Lords a 
•little more than one year. Current 
:gossip among politicians has it that 
he is keeping the woolsack warm for 
Mr. Asquith, who, according to belief, 
will succeed thereto when the war has 
ended. 
A Prime Minister who con- 
ducts the cabinet through a great Eu- 
ropean war, hardly could be grudged 
any reward entailing dignity, ease and 
a good income. Lord Buckmaster is 
fifty-four years old, and before his ele- 
vation (for elevation is the only word 
English writers consider commensu- 
rate with the process 
of raising 
a 
statesman to the keepership of the 
Great Seal and the King's conscience) 
he was not popularly rated as one of 
the greatest lights of thr British bar. 
If thn understanding for the reversion 
of the office to Mr. Asquith be 
true. 
Lord Buckmaster may enjoy a long 
life with an assured income o£ $25,000 
for comparatively brief services. 


Also Other Positions. 
Even more lucrative than the, dig- 


nity of the Lord Chancellorship are the 
posts of Attorney General and Solicitor 
General. These Law Officers, as they 
y.rc called, have been paid salaries of 
$3n.00(i and S30.000 respectively. But 
their duties include practice 
in 
the 
courts, and for court appearances they 
receive fees, so that the salaries have 
been regarded as retainers. 
During 
the fiscal year 1913-1-1, the Attorney 
Generjil cost the government about 
S90.000 for salary and fees, and the 
Solicitor General about $95,000. 
Sir 


Rufus Isaacs, now Chief Justice, who 
visited the United States last summer 
;is one of the committee to arrange the 
Anglo-French,loan, was Attorney Gen- 
eral part of that year, and Sir John 
Simon, now Home Secretary, part of 
the rear. Sir John Simon was Solici- 
tor General cart of that year, and Sir 
Sionlpy Buckmaster, (now Lord Chan- 
cellor), part of the year.

Apparently the impression is grow- 
ing in England that the legal profes- 
?ion is costing the 
taxpayers more 
than f deserves, and that it is secur- 
ing a share of the public revenues al- 
together out of proportion to~th&-num- 


ber and services of its members. The 
roll o£ lawyers in Great Britain is far 
smaller than in the United States and 
thert are far more handsome plums to 
be distributed. Admiral Jellicoe's ser- 
vices are bringing him a iirfancial re- 
ward of less than $10,000 a year, and 
Sir John French, F'ield Marshal, com- 
manding the British Army in Prance, 
was on the pay sheet at S7,500. 
• ,. 
In the old time public life of Great 
Britain, there was a reason in theory 
for payments to the legal members of 
the cabinet, and officers of the crown, 
higher than given their colleagues in 
other fields of work. Most statesmen 
came from the old families, the tra- 
ditional ruling caste. They were sup- 
posed to be men of hereditary wealth 
who were willing to give their service 
for the public welfare, while the legal 
officials were professional men wno 
must sacrifice their private practice 
when holding office. In the later day 
of democracy, particularly with the 
Liberal party whose leaders include a 
large number of lawyers, the old tra- 
dition does 
not apply. The Prime 
Minister, the Home Secretary, 
the 
Minister of Munitions, the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, and several lesser 
members of the government ,are law- 
yers, yet draw faa- smaller Incomes 
than 
their 
colleagues 
performing 
more important legal duties. 
Prom another point of .view the fin- 
ancial burden of the law falls less 
heavily upon the country as usual. 
War conditions have brought great de- 
crease of business for the courts. 
"The lawyers are starving," wailed 
a barrister to an editor, discussing e 
libal suit. "Thank God," was the bru- 
tal reply.

Tien Tsin, Jan. 2-j.—More than two 
thousand tons of clothing and other 
I 
supplies for Germans interned in ' Si- i 
beria have been shipped from Tien-' 
Tsin to Vladivostok by the American ! 
Red Cross. At the request of Dr. Paul j 
S. R?insch, the American minister to ' 
China. R. M. Burr, of the faculty of 
Peiyang University, located in Tien- 
Tsir. and Dr. Charles Siler, physical 
director of the Tien-Tsin Young Men's 
Christian Association, have gone to Si- 
berin to assist in the distribution of 
supplies. 


William Warfield, the special repre- 
sentative delegated by the American 
state department to inspect 
prison 
camps in Siberia, and 
Frederick A 
Stening. formerly second secretary of 
the American legation in Peking, and 
now specially assigned to Petrograd, 
will also co-operate in this relief work. 
John K. Caldwell, the American consul 
at Vladivostok, is in charge of the dis- 
tribuiion of money for the relief of the 
interned Germans in Siberia, and most 
of we relief work will be directed 
from Vladivostok. 
The internment 
camps and. prison camps are -chiefly 
located far west of Vladivostok and 
most of them are some distance from' 
the Trans-iberiau Railway line. Cou- 
seqently, the work of distribution is ex- 
tremely difficult. 


Many, of the supplies sent for the 
relief of Germans in Siberia last win- 
ter did not reach the 
camps until 
spring. The Trans-Siberian Railway la 
so congested with supplies 
for 
the 
army that all other freight is side- 
tracked for arms and ammunition and 


In addition to clothing, the American 
Red Cross is also sending much medi- 
cine and many medical supplies of vari- 
ous kinds into Siberia. . Typhoid serum 
is greatly needed because of the prev- 
alence of fever in many of the camps. 
Typhoid has been checked largely bv 
the cold weather, but-with the coming 
sprang a fresh outbreak of the disease 
is expected and the Red Cross is en- 
deavoring to .protect the prisoners 
against it. , Dr. Paul S. Reinsch, the 
American minister 
in 
China, 
has 
made arrangements to get fresh ty- 
phoid serum from the United States 
army in the Philippines. This 4ill be 
forwarded as promptly as 
possible, 
and it is oeheved that the supply from 
l»at 5?urce oan be kePt fresh even 
after the retura.ofi.ot weather
